attitude of the players to train- 
ing. They do everything in 
slow motion, in a lazy sort of 
manner, and that’s the sort of 
game they play.

We spoke with Oscar Crino only two days before he 
finally was cleared by Hong Kong club Tung Sing. He’d 
been waiting for more than a month, and he was frustra- 
ted, eager but unable to play, 


He's known lots of frustration over the past year or so, but 
there has been a lot of excitement as well: playing in the Hong 
Kong professional league for up to $1000 a game and trav- 
elling across Europe for three months before going to South 


Melbourne Hellas. 


I defy any Australian 20-year-old to match the experiences Crino 


has had in his short career! 


He's played for Footscray J.U.S.T. and Ju- 
ventus; for San Lorenzo Juniors in Argenti- 
na; he was in the national team that came 
fifth in the 1981 Werld Youth 
championships; he's played two World Cup 
games for Australia; he’s toured israel and 
New Caledonia and he had to commute six 
times between Hong Kong and Australia 
while a major row raged here over his trans- 
fer fee. 

In betwesn, he got seriously Ill in 
Hong Kong and twice had to spend time 
in hospital. 

It looked like plain sailing when he de- 
cided late last year to accept an offer from 
Hellas boss Rale Rasic, but no! Nothing's 
straightforward in Crino’s career. 

Apparently the committee of Tung Sing, the 
Hong Kong club where Crino scored three goals in 
10 matches, had changed, and Crino’s transfer was 
delayed by the upheaval. Then Tung Sing wanted 
the transfer money earlier than had been agreed. 

Crino himself was getting sick and tired of all the 
waiting. Although he'd been training five nights a 
week along with his Hellas team mates, he'd 
played in only one game — 4 practice match 
against Ajax and then for only 45 minutes. 

The fans were missing out on more than Crino. 
They were being deprived of the chance to watch 
one of the finest players in Australian soccer. 

He hes suprome skill, this Argentinian-born 
virtuoso. More important, he has Latin flair — 
the ability to entertain, to do the unexpected.

Crino played junior soccer for a year before 
coming to Australis with his family at the age of 
10. He was coached by Pepe Dugina at Footscray 
J.U.S.T., in the company of Suleiman Curovic, 
Viatko Belic and Slobodan Stojcevski, until ha was 
15. Then he moved to Juventus where he played in 
the under 16s and then had two senior seasons, 
under coaches Tony Boggi and Manny Poutakakis. 

His team mates in the Juventus under 16s in- 
cluded Jos Angele who plays for Heidelberg now, 
and Fabio Incantalupo the youth international. 

When ha joined Shoulder’s Sports institute 
team in 1981, his intention was to do a com- 


puter course. However, he got a job instead, — 


as an interpreter with the Argentine Embassy 
in Canberra. it was a chance to use his Spa- 
nish and Italian. 

Under Shoulder, he and the other players did 
sprinting and weightlifting every morning from 
7.45 am to 8.30 am, and training again from 4.30 
pm to 6.30 pm. On the weekend, they competed in 
the national youth league against teams from Syd- 
ney, Canberra, Newcastle and Wollongong. Crino 
scored nine goals that season, playing in midfield. 

“| had to develop my body and | did that at the 
Institute, through weight work,” Crino says. 
“Shoulder helped us all a lot. He's one of the very 
few coaches who can make you realise what you're 
doing wrong without putting you down.” 

Crino was In the national youth team that com- 
peted unsuccessfully in the Israeli Winter Youth 
Tournament in 1980, losing to Greace 0-1, Ro- 
mania 1-3 and Israel 1-2, and drawing O-O with 
Sweden, 

Although the results were poor, the experience 
gained was invaluable. In 1981 Crino went to New 
Caledonia with the youth team, winning all of three 
games, in preparation for the World Youth 
Championship finals, staged in Australia. 

The young Socceroos caused a world-wide 
shock by heating the defending world 
champion, Argentina, 2-1 in the opening 
match at the Sydney Sports Ground, with 
Mark Koussas and ian Hunter scoring the 


They then drew 3-3 with Cameroon and 1-1 
with England to qualify for the quarter-finals, where 
they were besten 1-0 by the eventual world 
champion, West Germany. 

As further preparation for the youth 
championships, the youth team replaced the senior 
national team for the final two World Cup quall- 
tying games, against Indonesia in Surabaya and 
Taiwan in Taipei. 

Crino thus has played two full international 
matches and has scored four goals in 13.games for 
the national youth team.

In NSW, in particular, there 
have been tremendous upheav- 
als during the close season 
which will have their effect in 
the coming months. 

There was the killing and 
then the resurrection of 
Sydney City. . 

Sydney City will not be the 
same force in 1983 because of a 
much reduced budget. 

The budget cut reflects the 
times, as social clubs and 
sponsors are less able to prop 
up sporting groups. 

An even more dramatic 
event than the Sydney City 
saga took place in NSW in the 
summer as a prominent offi- 
cial-of State League club Riv- 
erwood, was arrested for al- 
Jeged frand. 

He had helped take Riv- 
erwood from a perennial re- 
legation prospect to a title con- 
teader finishing in third place 
last year. 


The club's status will now 
revert to what it was some 
years ago. 

White all of the Sydney 
clubs, including Wollongong 
Wolves, have been tightening 
their belts, Sydney Olympic 
has been on a spending spree. 

The purchase of Ricky Her- 
bert, the New Zealand world 
cup defender, APIA striker 
Marshall Soper and Sydney 
City’s young midfield star, 
Jim Patikas cost the club a 
pretty penny. 

It is part of an estimated 
budget for the year of $500,000. 

hen you consider that the 
Olympic social club is a limp-

ing passenger and the soccer 
club has only $50,000 in spon- 
sorship guaranteed for the 
coming season, it is an awful 
lot of money to find. 

Olympic is relying on gate 
receipts to get it out of trouble. 

With admission money going 
up with inflation, it is the clubs 
that can draw at the gate 
which are best able to survive 
the current money squeeze. 

We're talking of course, 
about the Greek clubs and to a 
lesser extent the Italian-sup- 
ported clubs.

If is difficult to find many 
more, unless we look to the 
long-standing personel such as 
Sir Arthur George and Eric 
Worthington, one the boss of 
soccer generally, the other 
boss of soccer coaching and 
both assailed on all sides in 
reent years, but both still 
Standing and surviving. 

Rale Rasic, Les Scheinflug 
and Cedo Cirkovic are among 
the survivors in the coaching 
world who are all well into 
their second decade of coach- 
ing. 

Scheinflug, with a decade as 
a top player before starting 
coaching, has been involved at 
top level of Australian soccer 
for quarter of a century.

It is Thorne’s hope that a 
future successful Blacktown 
City first team will be made up 
predominately from his ‘‘su- 
per squad.’’ 

Sydney Olympic wants its 
success with one big ‘‘splash”’ 
this year, while Blacktown 
works away for its day to 
come.

Will Herbert 
 fearn fo — 
be ruthless? 


Yet another New Zealand international is 
attempting to make a name for himself in 
Australian soccer. This time it is lanky cen- 
tral defender Ricky Herbert who has been 
lured across the Tasman in search of fame 
and the Aussie dollar. 


Regarded as one of the finest-ever New Zealand born and bred 
players, Herbert represented both Auckland and North Island at 
under 14, under 16 and under 19 grades before making his Roth- 
mans National League debut with Mount Wellington, the club his 
father served as president in 1978. 

He made 11 appearances in a team that lost the league title only 
on goal difference and he became an automatic selection for New 
Zealand during that November's Oceania Youth Tournament, 
proving one of the better players on display. 

Yet he was still not certain of a place in the star-laden Mount 
Wellington side, so Herbert moved to provincial club Nelson 
United, where further attention was gained during many com- 
posed and intelligent displays in the heart of Nelson’s defence. 

With New Zealand’s first team touring Britain, Herbert was 
named in a B squad scheduled to compete in the Oceania Cup in 
New Caledonia. Unfortunately the tournament was postponed 
until the following year, by which time thé top selection was back. 

Herbert would not have been available anyway, being on trial 
with English First Division club Middlesbrough — trying to 
follow in Craig Johnston’s footsteps. But after playing for the 
Teesiders’ reserve and youth sides, he was rejected. 

Fourth Division Darlington did offer terms but acceptance 
would have brought only a slightly improved standard of soccer to 
that available in New Zealand and seant financial reward. 

Herbert returned home to rejoin Mount Wellington and was an 
ever-present in their league-cup double winning team of 1980. His 
career was now really taking off for he was named the New Zea- 
land Soccer Writer’s Association Y 
gained his first senior international cap 
over Mexico. , Boia. 

It was during the World Cup qualifiers though that the 5’ll 
stopper ‘‘came of age’’. The youngest member of the side, he 
played in all 15 games on the road to Spain. 

Not only did Herbert form an imposing barrier at the back, but, 
when moving forward, his heading ability brought invaluable 
goals from set pieces. Two superbly executed efforts — one the 
match winner against China, the other a last gasp equaliser 
against Saudi Arabia — kept New Zealand’s dreams alive. 

Despite the disappointment of the Middlesbrough experience, 
the shop assistant still believed himself capable of earning his 
living as a full-time player overseas and, for the second time, set 
off for England in the pursuit of a professional contract. On this 
occasion his destination was Southampton. 

After a series of encouraging performances for the Saints’ re- 
serves, Herbert was disappointed when discarded by coer, 2d 
Lawrie McMenemy, whe pacterres to sign local players he 
lieved to be of lar : 

It took some time to overcome this setback. Back in his own 
country, he produced only mediocre form in domestic football! 
and was dropped from the starting line-up for the Kiwis” World 
Cup opener opposing Scotland.

Herbert came on as substitute against the Scots and was in-. 


volved for the full 90 minutes in the USSR and Brazi! encounters, 
producing resolute, competent performances but not enough to 
impress top European clubs as he had hoped. ; 

Having played on a non-contract basis with Mount Wellington in 
1982, the personable 21-year-old was still a free agent. Not requir- 


ing a transfer fee, an increasing number of Australian clubs 


began to take interest. . 
tially it appeared that Canberra City would secure his sign- 
ature but terms could not be agreed, allowing Sydney Olympic to 
step in. 

Herbert is aware that the majority of his compatriots have 
failed to come to terms with top Australian football but will face 
the challenge before him with determination. 

Although always keen to improve his game, Herbert has one 
obvious weakness — a lack of ruthlessness. Tommy Docherty 
may be just the coach to rectify this.

Plans are afoot to alter the 
Hakoah Club's articles of asso- 
ciation, with the aim of getting 
more soccer-minded people 
onto the board of directors. 


At the moment all but two of 
the voting members of the 
board are unelected, holding 


their positions on the strength 
of $5000 debentures purchased 
a decade ago. 


Only three of the directors, 
Andrew Lederer, Tibor Glass 
and Harry Fulop — yery much 
a minority — are whole- 
heartedly in favor of contin- 
uing in professional soccer.

Due to the uniquely rest- 
rictive nature of the articles of 
association, this may not 
occur until the 1984 annual 
meeting. 

That tempers are getting 
frayed and people are becom- 
ing touchy was eloquently il- 
lustrated at a recent meeting 
of soccer supporters, when 
club president Frank Lowy 
stormed out in a huff. 


The reason for Frank’s dis- 
pleasure? 


Some supporters objected to 
his statement that ‘‘the club” 
decided to pull out of the NSL 
last November. 


Of course, it wasn’t the club 
or its membership, but only a 
majority of the unelected 
directors.

McArthur played five times 
for the Scottish schoolboys, 
then spent three years with 
Glasgow Rangers. He trans- 
ferred to Clydebank and two 
years later joined Petershill. 


He arrived in Australia in 
1966 and played for Melbourne 
Croatia until 1972 when the 
Croatian sponsored club was 
expelled from the VSF. McAr- 
thur then spent two years in 
Sydney with APIA and joined 
Albion Rovers in 1975. He 
played for Rovers for a season 
then took on the club’s coach- 
ing position in 1976 and 1977, 
the year Albion won promotion 
to State League. 


McArthur left Albion after 
just nine league games ir 1978 


and joined Croatia as coach for 


the remainder of the season, 
winning the championship and 
State League Cup. 


He returned to. Albion in 1979 
and took over as coach of 
Croydon in 1981. 


The following year he 
rejoined Croatia but after 10 
league games, with Croatia 
second in the league on goal 
difference to eventual 
champion Ajax, McArthur was 
sacked. His refusal to kowtow 
to a proposed selection panel 
led to his demise. 


Within a fortnight McArthur 
had again taken over the reins 
at Croydon.

Jim Armstrong, all-time 
top scorer in the Victorian 
State League, is back 
where he belongs, this 
time as coach, rather than 
as lethal striker. 


Armstrong and Jack Reilly 
are staff coaches at South Mel- 
bourne Hellas, with the former 
taking care of Hellas’ young 
State League side. 


Armstrong regards Hellas 
as ‘‘the most professional] club 
in Australia.’’
